Here Is Senator Borah's 


Letter Refusing Invitation 


Senator Borah's letter follows: 
"I greatly appreciate your note honoring with with an in- 


vitation to meet the president February 26 to discuss the 
league of nations—a matter of most vital concern to the 
whole country. Meetings at the white house, according to 
a long standing custom, are always regarded as strictly con- 
fidential on the part of the guests. This meeting. I take It, 
would be regarded as especially confidential otherwise the 
president would have spoken according to his custom to the 
open senate. The differences between the president and my- 
self on this question are fundamental. I am sure no sugges- 
tion of mine would modify in the slightest the view of the 
president and nothing could induce me to support this league 
as outlined in this proposed constitution or anything like it. 


"I feel, therefore, that it would not be fair to the presi- 


dent to accept his confidence or receive from, him confidential 
Information concerning this subject. Neither in my view 
of the subject could I accept information which I would not 
feel perfectly free to transmit to my colleagues or use in pub- 
lic debate. After much reflection I beg therefore-to be ex- 
cused from attending the meeting. 


"In writing this note and in -taking this course I mean 


QO personal disrespect or disregard of the president. I sim- 
ply find myself in such disagreement with him and feel so 
intensely concerning the matter that I cannot do other than 
:andidly advise him of the fact"

bed for over five months. During that time 
he has had three operations on his leg and 
will have to have another to save it. Dur- 
ing_ all this fime he has not received any 
mail, though his sisters have written-liim 
every week. A draft for $15 sent hiin In 
France also failed to reach him. He has 
not been paid a cent since June. When the 
arrived at Hoboken he sold his shirt to get 


• money for cutting four months' growth of 


hair. In a letter received today (Dec. 21) 


. he states he is to be sent to Fort Snelling. 


These letters are from -r concerning boys 


from my home State-who -vere taken from their 
homes nometimes with only a few hours' notice, 
and this is the treatment given by the Wer De- 
partment. I am not giving trivial complaints. 
These boys might as well be in prison pens as 
unemployed in southen camps. In the last 
case what treatment could be more brutal than 
to leave this wounded boy without a cent for 
six months and no letters or money ever reached 
him. 
In fact, he cold his shirt to get money to 


look human and have his hair cut. Many court- 
martials are in order, and the men to be tried 
for neglect are those who wear shoulder straps 
and- are responsible for such treatment aa these 
boys receive. 


The gentleman from Massachusetts has just 


spoken of the arrogance of Regular Army offi- 
cers. Let me read from another letter that 
confirms his statement. 


This is from a man, a brave officer who 


fought at Chateau-Thierry. 
I know him inti- 


mately and have known him for many years. 
He was over there in the ho4- fighting with tho 
Wisconsin National Gnard Division. Ee has 
been sent to a camp in this country. He writes 
of his present duties: 


A general court-martial is held (I have 


sat on many .of them) and soma badly 
frightened youngster is brought in, and ac- 
cording to the accusations ty the judge ad- 
vocate, who is picked from among the law- 
yer officers,'the lad is a notorious criminal. 
Upon cross-examination it seems that the 
lad has been in the service, we'll say, a 
year, having., been drafted. 
He has asked 


for a pass only to be refused, receives a 
pitiful letter from his sister that their 
mother has become dangerously 
ill and 


there are doubts as to her recovery, and she 
wants to see her boy. He again applies 


for a pass and i? told that the full nu7r.;er 
has gone and he is turned down. He calm- 
ly gets out of camp and goes to his home 
to see his mother. After a couple of cays 
he suddenly realizes what he has d,r.e ;.r<i 
becomes frightened and is afraid to jo 
back. 
He remains in the house with his 


uniform on but not daring to go out. -A de- 
tective places him under arrest and he 
:.a 


brought back to camp and to the guard- 
house. The testimony is finished and court 
is closed. The court solemnly decides that 
the boy is g-uilty of deliberate desertion i,-; 
' time of war; in fact, their minds are usw!1-: 
made up in advance. The boy has been dc"- 
fended by some lieutenant, who has agreed 
to handle the case and who laughingly ss-.-. 
after the case is over, "Oh, I told the'lad :o 
plead guilty and throw himself on the rcercr 
(?) of the court, because I don't know any- 
thing about the case." What shall the sea- 
tence be? 
After strong protest by one 


member of the court, the lad is sentence-.: 
to "dishonorable discharge" and 15 years a: 
Fort Leavenworth. 


I have described an actual case, being a 


member of the court myself. 


Thank God, I was in the National Guard, 


who did the fighting over in France while 
the Regular Army stayed over on this sice, 
filling the prisons with homesick boys. 
What have you to say of such treatment cf 


boys we have taken from their homes by the 
strong arm of the law in order to give up their 
lives, if need be, for their country? A f-.-vr 
understrapping officers who never saw reel sc-r- 
vice, but who sat in solemn judgment ever thj 
kid soldier that went home to • see his =:c/: 
mother, theso officers who would Pru3siac;;a 
this country by such methods, sent that boj to 
Leavenworth for 15 years. Is it not time tha: 
Congress takes cognizance of such matter;? 
Every man who sat on that court-martial ar.d 
who voted to railroad that boy into Leaven-worth 
should himself be court-martialed and impris- 
oned, if these facts appear as stated. I huve 
served many years in the Regular Arrr.v and 
National Guard myself and have a whciesorae 
respect for -discipline, but these little martinets 
blessed with a brief authority are trying to out- 
Prussianjzc Prussia.

France is insisting on compliance 
with armistice demands for the re- 
turn of much property taken by the 
Germans, principally industrial ma- 
chinery. This will take a long time 
,;r.d some of the entente countries 
believe it should not be permitted 
to delay the signing of the treaty. 


Answering French objections that 


f\ long time may be consumed in 
arranging the boundaries of 
new 


states carved out of enemy coun- 
tries, advocates of immediate peace 
declare that such readjustments as 
;.re necessary can proceed after the 
signature of the peace treaty. They 
say that Germany, Austria, Turkey 
and Bulgaria should simply be re- 
quired to sign treaties relinquish- 
ing such parts of their former ter- 
ritories as are required to form new 
states and rectify old boundries. It 
is held that it is no concern of these 
nations -what disposition peace con- 
ference committees or the supreme 
council makes of such territories.

Juvigny, Fismes, BantheviUe 


and Montfaulon. 


"In November, 1918, when in- 


structions were received that each 
division in tha A. E. F. should 
choose a distinguishing mark, it was 
thought that tho red circle no long- 
er typified the character of the 32nd 
division,' says the explanation with 
the lithograph sent to the governor.
